The defendant had told him that af- 
ter this first experience he became 
frightened and desisted from further 
participation in the practice until some 
time later. The report set the total 
amount taken by Davey at about $5,000 
and subsequent declaration by attor- 
neys set the amount at exactly $5,817.50.

Flavor and Seasonings 


Condiments are useful to make flat 
tasting food more acceptable. Espec- 
ially when one is trying to economize 
and uses the inexpensive staples fre- 
quently, or in the spring when appe- 
tites are jaded. The same staples may 
be made different by the use of various 
spices and seasonings. 

There is no set rule about how much 
or what combination of lemon. cinna- 
mon, bay leaf or vinegar you must 
use. You may exercise your inventive- 
ness or trust to your taste. Too much 
condiment is to be avoided. as it in- 
duces overeating, tends to dry the 
blood and is harmful to older people, 
and cultivates exotic tastes until the 
eaters are not satisfied with simple 
foods or do not enjoy natural flavors. 

Curry is a neglected but valuable 
spice which can glorify a bland dish. 
Tomatoes, celery, pineapple, citrus 
fruits, terragon. chutney, horseradish, 
Olives, vanilla. chocolate, tobasco, Wor- 
cestershire. Chili powder, catsup, pap- 
rikaa, cayenne, garlic, onion, sage, and 
the whole category of spices and dried 
herbs—these are the magicians which 
can transform your common food 
products into something mysteriously 
delicious. 

Get the tasting habit as you go along 
and learn to practice intelligent res- 
traint. Over-seasoned food is disgust- 
ing and a waste of materials.

BUILDING COSTS TREND 
DOWNWARD, SAYS HOME 
LOAN BOARD 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Building costs 
in California, as well as throughout 
the country, have turned definitely 


in scattered sections since the early 
fall of 1937, the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board reported today. 

The board's findings, 


Loan Bank Review, stated: “It is 
particularly significant that February 
building costs in four cities were below 
costs in these cities for February, 1937, 
and in one city, Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas, were below costs for February, 
1936.” 

The small-house building index in 
the Review showed that the first signs 
of a halt in rising building costs ap- 
peared in July, 1937, confirmed by a 
leveling off of costs reported from two 
other groups of cities in August and
